“per 100 in a district with only 166 pe reons 
“ per equare mile was 16,75 per 1,000 it wae 
‘ 38.62 per 1,000 in a district where there 
“were 65,000 persona per square mile. 
“For the-former section, the mortality of 
“children under. five years was 37 per 
“1,000, while for the latter it was 189 per 
“ 7,000—ritiful evidence, indeed, as to the 
‘‘expéctation ‘of life for the children, of 
“the tenements in our cities.” It is 
of course. impossible, from the shifting 
churacter of our native population, to get 
a relinble record of the death-rate, but 
in his report fur 1901 Dr. Cuark estimates 
the general death-rate among tho Chinese 
as not lesa than 35 to 36 per 1,000. We 
have no figures for the mortality-of children 
under five yeais of age, bat-iu the report for 
1900 Dr. Cuarx showed that out of evert 
thousand Chinese infanta bora in this 
Colony only seventy-two survive for a 
period of twalva, months. “It will be seen 
that the bulénce of éredit is certainty nou 
onthe side of Hongkong in this comparison, 
even. if we muke duc allowance for the less 
heilthy conditions of life in the Far East.
